Status of the Application 

Receipt of the Amendment after Non-Final Office Action and Applicant's 
Arguments/Remarks, both filed 06/29/05 is acknowledged. 

Claims 1, 3-9, 12-1 5, 22-25, 41 and 42 are pending. Claims 28-40 and 43 have been 
cancelled by virtue of the amendment filed 06/29/05. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 3-9, 12-15, 22-25, 41 and 42 are allowed. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The primary reasons for allowance are that the prior art (Gough et al USPN 5,525,332 & 
Deppert et al USPN 5,087,733) do not disclose nor fairly suggest a specific surfactant system as 
claimed comprising an anhydrous liquid emulsifiable concentrate of a reactive agent comprising 
a combination of a Cg-Cie alkyl ethoxylate with two to seven ethoxylates with a dispersing aide 
selected from one or more of a C5-C10 alcohol and do not teach or suggest an anhydrous liquid 
emulsifiable concentrate of a reactive agent that self-emulsifies or spontaneously emulsifies upon 
dilution with water or a separate aqueous composition, to form an aqueous micro- or macro- 
emulsion either immediately prior to or simultaneous to application to a substrate. The specific 
surfactant system instantly claimed is an improvement over prior art formulations because the 
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instant surfactant system enables the anhydrous liquid emulsifiable concentrate to achieve low 
interfacial tension, seltfspontaneous emulsification. Such low energy emulsification with 
minimal or no agitation by the consumer, is achieved by the inclusion of a specialized surfactant 
system with the specified dispersing aide within the liquid concentrate that achieves ultra-low 
interfacial tension. The reactive agent is able to retain its chemical stability within the anhydrous 
formulation during the shelf life of the product. Thus, in view of these improvements and the 
deficiencies of the prior art, the instant invention is rendered non-obvious and patentable over the 
cited art of record.
